HULL IS ADVISED AT ONCE 
OF RUSSIAN-GERMAN WAR 


President Retires Early; Appar- 
ently Is Not Awakened to 
; Hear News. 

WASHINGTON, June 21 (AP). 
—Germany’s move against Russia 
created a sensation fin diplomatic 
quarters here tonight and caught 
Government officials unprepared 
for a development of such far- 
reaching significance. 

President Roosevelt had retired 
early, before Adolf Hitler’s: proc- 
lamation was read over the Ger+ 
man radio, and White House aids 
said that so far as they knew he 
was not awakened for the news. 

Secretary of State Hull was ad- 
vised immediately but he and 
other State Department officials 
remained at home since the de- 
partment so far lacked any offi- 
cial’ reports.on the sudden devel- 
opment. 

Constantine Oumansky, the So- 
viet Ambassador here, could not 
be reached for comment. 

One question immediately raised 
was the possibility of American 
aid to Russia.

ERMANY’S 10-year non-aggression pact with Soviet Russia, 


signed by Ribbentrop and Molotov for their respective Govern- 
ments, in Moscow April. 28, 1989, said: 


“The two contracting parties 
Obligate themselves to refrain 
‘from every act of force, every 
ve action and every at- 
tack against one another, in- 
cluding any single action or 
that taken in conjunction with 
other. Powers. 


“In the event of a conflict 


between the contracting parties 
concerning any question, the 
two parties will adjust dit- 
ference or conflict exclusively 
by friendly exchange of opin- 
ions or, if necessary, by an 
arbitration commission. 


“The present treaty will ex-. 
tend for a period of 10 years, 
with the -condition that if 
neither of the contracting par- | 
ties announces its abrogation 
within one year of expiration 
of this period, it will continue 
in force automatically for 4nh- 
other period of five years.” 


Other clauses provided for 
the possibility of war between 
Germany or Russia and other 
Powers, stating that in such a 
case neither would associate it- 
self with any grouping of Pow- 
ers directed against the other.

The German Govern- 
ment advised the Rumanians to 
give in in order to preserve peace 
and sought guarantees of life and 
property. 

Russia proceeded to Bolshevize 
and ruin all these areas. 

Through the expansion of Rus- 
sia toward the Balkans, the ter- 
ritorial problems in this aréa 
were brought into motion. Hun- 
gary demanded territory and a 
crisis arose. War threatened. 
Germany asked the two states 
to come to Vienna in order to 
preserve peace and acted as 
arbitrator. The Rumanian Gov- 
ernment was asked to guaran- 
tee against further conquest. 
Nevertheless Russia protested. 

From that time onward it be- 
came clearer and clearer that 
Russia was working against Ger- 
many. Cripps was reported to 
be successful in Russia and the 
Soviets made preparations every- 
where. 

Documents found in Rumania 
on Sept. 17, 1940 confirmed this. 
These showed that Russia would 
be reorganizing her forces until 
August, 1941 on the basis of her 
experiences. This is probably 
also the date before which no 
change in Russian policy can be 
expected. 

Nevertheless, Germany made 
the greatest efforts for peace. 
The German foreign minister 

. directed a letter to the Rus- 
sian Government in which it 

Was made clear that the Tri- 

partite pact was not directed 

against Russia. It was desired 
to bring into concrete form 
our common friendship. Thus,

With clock-like precision, every 
15 minutes, the Falcon sounded 
with an oscillator the call letters 
of the O-8—on the most remotest 
chance that the “knock” from the 
machine that sends out waves in 
water would be picked up. 
Among the crew members of the 
veteran Falcon were two men who 
knew the horror of being trapped 
at the ocean bottom—and lived to 
tell the story. They are William 
Isaacs of Washington and Allen 
C. Byron of Greenville, S. C., sur- 
vivors of the Squalus, which foun- 
dered a few miles from the grave 
of the O-9. 

Crocker‘s first attempt was halt- 
ed soon after he sank below the 
surface. He had trouble with his 
telephone connection with the Fal- 
con’s deck, and as a moment’s mis- 
understanding of orders in deep 
water might mean death, he was 
hauled up while repairs were made. 
Even before his dive, it was the 
consensus of submarine experts 
that the hull of the O-9 had been 
crushed by the tremendous squeeze 
of the water around it. How soon 
the submersible’s shell crumpled 
after it went into a deep test dive 
early yesterday morning may al- 
ways remain a mystery. 

Not until last night, however, 
did oil, air bubbles, bits of cork 
from the inner hull and piece of 
deck planking come to the sur- 
face in sufficient quantity to al- 
low a fleet of search vessels to 
mark the spot. 

Grappling Hooks Find Cratt. 


Not until the.early hours of this 
morning did the first grappling 
hook make direct contact with the 
0-9. Then navy blinker lights 
flashed the word in code to all of 
the vessels drawn up in a half 
moon in the darkness around the 
Falcon. The O-9 had been found 
after more than 14 hours of search. 
But there was “no sign of life 
aboard,” and navy men privately 
had conceded hours before that 
the Atlantic had claimed 33 lives 
~—the exact number killed when 
the submarine Squalus went down 
a few miles to the westward in 240 
feet of water in a trial dive.

Another 
resident there is Dr. Herbert Diel, 
German consul. 

Savorgnan, head of a staff of 
three, said no accusations of im- 
proper activities or dissemination 
of propaganda had been directed 
against his office, observing “we 
have done nothing.”

WASHINGTON, June 21 (AP).— 
Simultaneously with a War De- 


partment recommendation ation that the 
National Guard be kept. in active 
service beyond the single year orig- 
inally planned, the author of -the 
Selective Service Act said today 
that Congress would quickly au- 
thorize an_ additional year’s train- 
ing for draftees if the administra- 
tion requests it. 

Representative Wadsworth 
(Rep.), New York, who introduced 
the draft bill, added that if it is 
decided to prolong the training pe- 
riod of the selectees, men more 
than 28 years old, now in the serv- 
ice, should be permitted to with- 
draw after completing their 12- 
month training periods. 

While Wadsworth insisted that 
21 to 35 age-limits be written into 


the original law, he said today that 


experience had shown that those 
from 28 or 30 to 35, although “good 
men,” haven't proved “so readily 
trainable.” 

In making-known its recommen- 
dation for holding the national 
guardsmen for further active duty, 
the War Department noted that 
legislation would be necessary. The 
final decision, it said, was “a mat- 
ter of public policy which must 
rest: with the President and the 
Congress.” . 

Unless Congress assents to the 
War Department’s proposal, the 
first of approximately 290,000 
guardsmen will have to be demobil- 
ized on Sept. 16. The present law, 
specially enacted to permit a pro- 
tracted training period, called for 
a single year of service. Beyond 
that, a controlling statute stipu- 
lates that the guard may not be 
called to active duty for more than 
15 days a year “except in case of 
a national emergency declared by 
Congress.” 

How long the War Department 
proposed to retain the National 
Guard was not indicated in the 
terse memorandum announcing 
the recommendation made by Sec- 
retary of War Stimson. 

The Army made public orders 
consolidating its mobile general air 
headquarters air force and the 
service branches of the air corps 
into a “single unified organization” 
to be called the “Army Air Force.” 
The purpose was to provide unity 
of command under an officer re- 
sponsible only to the Chief of Staff. 


‘MINOR CRIME WAVE’ HERE, 
PLANNING COUNCIL REPORTS 


F. B, I. Figures Show Striking In- 
creases in Five Classes of 
Felonies. 


Increasing lawlessness in St. 
Louis, characterized as a “minor 
crime wave,” is described. in a 
report compiled yesterday by the 
Social Planning Council from fig- 
ures of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. Striking increases in 
five classes of crime were noted in 
the first quarter of 1941, compared 
with the same period last year. 

Greatest increase was the num- 
ber of cases of aggravated assault, 
which rose from 16 in the first 
three months of last year to 117 for 
the same three months of 1941. 
Murders were up 58 per cent, from 
12 to 19 cases. . 

Burglaries, numbering 725 in the 
period this year, were 120 per 
cent above last year’s number. 
Auto thefts mounted to 230, or 28 
per cent more than last year. The 
quarter’s 123 robberies were only 
3 per cent higher than the figure 
for last year. In one category 
there was a decline. Larceny cases 


{were down to 2068, a fall of nearly 


18 per cent. .

The Government increased its re- 
serves of crude rubber only 8948 
tons during May, according to a 
report of the Department of Com- 
merce, though imports rose to 101,- 
404 tons as against 63,305 in April. 
This left arrivals for trade purp- 
oses at 92,456 tons. The new rub- 
ber program involves priority con- 
trol, which is felt to be necessary 
because of shipping uncertainties 
and the need of creating adequate 
stock piles as soon as possible, 
Ship Program. 

Completion of 93 deliveries and 
114 launchings was announced in 
the Maritime Commission's 500- 
ship long-range program.

ETER FRASER, New Zealand 
Prime Minister, expressed the 
view, on arrival in London to- 
day, that the Greek campaign was 
fully justified despite the losses

pire. 

At the same time, he made it 
plain that during forthcoming con- 
sultations with the war Cabinet 
and service chiefs he would seek 
to obtain assurance that adequate 
air support would be provided for 
the troops in future campaigns. 
Fraser deprecated any tendency 
at recrimination and denied the 
charge that Australian and New 
Zealand troops had been sent to 
Greece without consulation with 
their governments. 

“New Zealand, Australian, Brit- 
ish, Greek and Cretan soldiers all 
did equally well in ‘the fighting,” 
he said. “They proved that, given 
air support, any one of them was 
worth two Germans when two Em- 
pire, two Australian and New Zea- 
land. divisions and one _ British 
armored brigade held seven crack 
German divisions. They were sim- 
ply blasted out by 500-pound 
bombs; it was more than human 
flesh could stand. 

“Even the troops feel that their 
expedition to Greece was unavoid- 
able. If we had not gone to the 
Greeks’ support, the Germans 
would have declared, and with 
some justification, that we stood 
on the sidelines and cheered after 
encouraging Greece to fight Mus- 
solini and his side.

Civilian Use of Rubber Cut 20 Pct: | 
Price of Tires Fixed as of June 16 


WASHINGTON, June 21 (AP). — 
The. Government, extending con- 
}trol over all manufacturing use of 
rubber, today suspended. private 
imports from the Far East and 
ordered civilian consumption cut 
20 per cent in the next six months. 


At the same time, is acted to 
guard against sharp rises in the 
price of automobile tires by an- 
nouncing that a ceiling would be 
established within a few days that 
would provide, in effect, that prices 
must not exceed those charged 
on June 16. | 

Jesse Jones, the Federal Loan 
Administrator, announced that ef- 
fective June 23 the. Rubber Re- 
serve Co., a Government corpora- 
tion, would become the sole buyer 
for crude rubber exported to the 
United States from the Far East. 

In effect, this will give the Gov- 
ernment control over rubber sup- 
plies at the source since virtually 
all this country’s imports come 
from British Malaya and the 
Dutch East Indies. 

Leon Henderson, price admin- 
istrator, earlier had announced the 
ceiling on tire prices which would 
include tubes, reclaimed and 
scrap rubber. The OPM worked 
out the formula for rubber con- 
sumption. 

The formula is designed to cut 
consumption of crude rubber from 
a current rate of about 817,000 tons 


a year to a rate of about 600,000 


tons. The reductions will be made 
gradually. 

During July, each processor must 
cut his crude rubber consumption 
to 99 per cent of his monthly aver- 
age during the year ending March 
31, 1941. Using the same 12 months 
as a base, the processors will be 
required to cut in subsequent 
months to: 94 per cent in August, 
89 per cent in September, 84 per 
cent in October, 82 per cent: in 
November, and 80 per cent in De- 
cember. 

The rubber which is conserved 
will be placed in Government- 
controlled stock piles, 

Since the curtailment will cause 
reductions in the amount of fab- 
ricated rubber products, a general 
preference was issued requiring 
that defense needs must be filled 
ahead of civilian demands. After 
full deliveries for defense orders 
have been made, processors 
make deliveries to non-defense pur- 
chasers.

hands, I call your attention to 
the fact that while the Govern- 
ment should be in a position to 
obtain this essential equipment and 
property, it is wholly willing to 
pay just and. fair compensation 
for it. 

“It is apparent that our Govern- 
ment should be able, upon the pay- 
ment of a just price, to obtain 
whatever equipment and property 
is needed for national defense. 

“Since its foundation, our Gov- 
ernment has had the power to ob- 
tain private property for public 
use. By this right of eminent 
domain our Government for many 
generations has ‘acquired private 
property for Post Office sites, 
public buildings, roads, parks and 
other public uses. This powér I 
believe should now be broadened 
to meet the needs of the present 
national emergency. Our national 
defense is a public use of the 
highest order. 
Cites Past Ex 

“During the last similar emer- 
gency, the Government’s need of 
broader requisitioning powers was 
met piecemeal. Whena particular. 
kind: of property was needed, a 
particular requisitioning statute 
was drafted to cover that need. 
These piecemeal statutes separate- 
ly gave the Government requisi- 
tioning power over virtually every- 
thing from distilled spirits required 
in the making of munitions to lum- 
ber need for making aircraft. This 
procedure caused unwarranted de- 
lays in waiting for the necessary 
legislation, and it resulted in. the 
enactment of at least 17 different 
statutes, all containing language 
substantially similat to that of 
the present bill. . 

“This prior experience shows that 
it would be difficult and even im- 
possible for us now to catalogue 
each and every one of the Govern- 
ment’s needs in advance. I cite 
an example, relatively unimportant 


in itself, but significant of the dif- |: 


ficulty, Who would have thought a 
few weeks ago that any American 
citizen whe owned a needed trans- 
port plane would have set up his 
personal and private judgment 
against that of his own Govern: 
ment as to the Government's need 
for such a plane? . The enclosed 
correspondence shows how one 
citizen places hig own predilection 
over and above the national need 
I think that this correspondence 
will be of some iriterest to your

PUT IN COMMAND 


War Department Consoli- 
dates Service and Com- 
bat Units, Rejects Idea 
of Saparate Force. 


WASHINGTON, June 21 (AP).— 
The War Department unified its 
dispersed aerial power today into 
an autonomous command desig- 
mated “the army air forces,” but 
rejected suggestions in Congress 
for a separate air force like Ger- 
many’s Luftwaffe. 

- Headed by Major General Henry 
H. Arnold, veteran air man who 
is a deputy chief of the army's 
general staff, the new consolidated 
force was given its own directing 


staff. 
It will thus have a status within 


the army corresponding to that of 
the Marine Corps within the navy. 
Secretary of War Stimson said 


the step had been in preparation 
gince March. One of the most far 
reaching army reorganizations in 
years, it was designed, he added, 
to make the air corps “as modern 
as the instrument it uses,” and to 
profit from the war experiences 
of Germany, Britain, Italy and 
France. | 
. Action. 

Stimson said it would permit 
in time of hostilities the prompt 
dispatch of trained units to any 
theater of action, to operate under 
the ranking commander whether 
he were an army, navy or air of- 
fiver. The Nazi Luftwaffe func- 
tions in somewhat similar fashion. 

Explaining the step in identical 
letters to’ Chairmen Reynolds 
(Dem.), North Carolina, and May 
(Dem.), Kentucky, of the Senate 
and House Military Affairs Com- 
mittees, Stimson contended that 
creation of a completely independ- 
ent air force in the midst of a na- 
tional emergency would be a mis- 
take. Some members of Congress 
-shave advocated such a move. 


To match the Luftwaffe would 
involve creation of a single su- 
preme general staff with authority 
over the army, navy and air forces, 
Stimson said, and asserted that 
“it is neither prudent nor desir- 
able to undertake such a major 
governmental reorganization in the 
midst of a national emergency.” 

16 Arms. 

“Confusion and waste of time,” 
he contended, would result from 
divorcing from the regular Army 
the servicing agencies which would 
be. needed by an independent air 
force. The Air Corps now relies 
for supplies and other services on 
16 military arms. 

France, Stimson noted, had an 
independent airforce which failed 
to meet the test of war. 

Italy has such a force under 
@ supreme general staff like Ger- 
many’s, yet “Italian aviation has 
been marked by inadequacy as to 
quality and ineffectiveness regard- 
less of quantity,” Stimson observed. 
Britain hag been forced to reor- 
ganize its aerial commands repeat- 
edly under stress of war, he said. 

For six years the Army’s air 
forces have been in two major 
divisions, the mobile general] head- 
quarters air force embracing the 
aerial striking arm for the con- 
tinental United States, and the air 
corps, which had charge of pro- 
curement of planes and supplies 
and the early stages of training.

In appearance and tempera- 
ment they are diverse, but they have a com- 
mon devotion to the public service and a 
common belief that the changing will of the 
people, expressed by elected legislators, 
should not be restricted by theoretical or 
rigidly logical interpretation of the Consti- 
tution.

When Justice Stone was nominated for 
an Associate Justiceship in 1925 by Presi- 
dent Coolidge, he was regarded as a “‘con- 
servative’ because of an old partnership 
in the law firm of Herbert L. Satterlee, a 
son-in-law of J. P.. Morgan Sr., and a later 
partnership in Sullivan & Cromwell, a Wall 
Street firm specializing in corporation and 
estate practice.

His teaching career up to 1905 gave rise 
to reports in Washington several years ago 
that he had flunked Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
a student in the law school from 1904 to 
1907. These reports became so persistent 
that Justice Stone had the records searched. 
The reports were untrue, according to the 
Justice’s friends. 


The business practice from 1905 to 1910 


‘was responsible for Stone’s reputation as a 


“conservative.” States were trying to assert 
jurisdiction over interstate corporations and 
were frustrated by judicial interpretation 
of “due process,” “equal protection” and 
“commerce” clauses of the Constitution. 
Organized labor was fighting unsuccessfully 
the issuance of injunctions against strikers. 
Stone declared that the courts would protect 
rights ‘‘temporarily obscured in times of po- 
lifical excitement.” Courts, he held, were 
the bulwark of the minority against the tyr- 
anny of temporary majorities. But Stone 
was also getting practical lessons in the 
complexities of corporation financing and 
taxation which later enabled him to write 
devastating opinions, often in the minority, 
against abuses of fiduciary trusts and for 
the public control of business.

Original Field of 30... 
Texas election laws make it easy 
to run for a statewide office and 
often it seems as though every- 
body was running who could raise 
the $100 entrance fee. Besides, 
the senatorial contest this year is 
a special election and no run-off 
will be held. Thus a simple plu- 
rality will elect. These condi- 


tions brought out what is said to. 


be the largest field of candidates 
ever to run for a statewide office 
in Texas. Altogether some 30 per- 
sons announced. A few later with- 
drew and two of the withdrawals 
robbed the campaign of some of 
its expected color. 

One of the withdrawals was that 
of Hal Collins of Mineral Wells, 
known far and wide as “the Crazy 
Crystals Man.” Another withdraw- 
al is that of Dr. John R. Brinkley, 
of goat gland fame who twice, 
in 1930 and 1932, ran for Governor 
of Kansas and once came very 
close to being elected. Dr. Brink- 
ley has been living in Del Rio, 
operating his: hospital in the Unit- 
ed States and a radio station in 
Mexico. But lately he has been 
in financial difficulties, In en- 
tering ‘the race he announced he 
would “cover Texas like the morn- 
ing dew,” but he soon withdrew 
for reasons he kept to himself. 

27 Left in Running. 

These and other withdrawals 
finally left 27 candidates in the 
race, including one Republican 
and one Communist, of whom 
only four have any chance to win. 
Besides O’Daniel they are Con- 
gressman Martin Dies, chairman 
of the House committee investigat- 
ing un-American activities; the 
Attorney-General, of Texas, Gerald 
C. Mann, and Congressman Lyn- 
don B, Johnson of Austin, the only 
New Dealer in the race, 


At the outset of the campaign, 
it was widely, expected that the 
contest would lie mainly. between 
Gov. O’Daniel and Congressman 
Dies, but for some reason not al- 
together explainable Dies seems 
not to have caught on very well. 

It has been charged that Dies 
has always been more interested 
in smearing the Roosevelt Admin- 
istration than in uncovering really 
subversive elements.

The International Harvester strike, which began 
last December, was certified to the Mediation Board 
March 28 and was settled on March 30, 

The soft coal strike began on April 1 and was 
certified to the board April 23. Most of the mines 
were reopened by April 30. The board has not yet 
been able to effect a final settlement, but a further 
work stoppage is considered unlikely. 

The Pacific lumber workers’ strike began the 
middle of May. On May 28, the board issued an 
appeal to the workers and employers, citing Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s..proclamation of national emer- 
gency. On May 31, the board and Philip Murray, 
CIO president, sent a-joint telegram summoning 


the strike leaders to Washington. O. M. Orton, local: 


union leader, called the board’s activities “union- 
busting,” but later reconsidered and by June 16 the 
strike was virtually ended. The trouble js still smol- 
dering, but most of the men are now at work. 

The board has been less successful] tn dealing 
with the strike of the San Francisco shipyard ma- 
chinists.. But progress has been made, some of the 
men are working, and there is no expectation of a 
breakdown of negotiations. 

The only strike which the board was finally un- 
able to resolve was the North American Aircraft 
Co. strike in California. Here the army had to be 
brought in, but only because the local leaders 
called a strike while the board was in the midst 
of deliberations. They did so against the pleading 
of Mr. Murray.and Richard Frankensteen, president 
of the CIO-AUWA’s Aviation Division. 

In other words, the board has settled or come 
close to settling every dispute in which all parties 
were acting in good faith. ‘ 

President Roosevelt appointed this 11-man board, 
representing labor, capital and the public, at a time 
of chaos in the labor situation. In an hour when 
hot-heads were pressing for compulsion, when it was 
even suggested by a responsible House leader that de- 
fense plant strikers should be sent to the electric 
chair, President Roosevelt created this agency in- 
vested only with powers of investigation and recom- 
mendation, backed by public opinion. 

For the most part; it has worked. The success 
of the board, under the able leadership of Dr. Dyk- 
stra, is a testimonial not only to the quality of its 
work, but to the President’s good judgment. 
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THE NEW YORK GUILD REVERSES ITSELF. 

The New York Newspaper Guild has erased an 
ugly spot from its record. It has passed a resolu- 
tion in opposition to the action of Milton Kaufman, 
its national executive vice-president, in defending 
the outlaw aircraft strikers in California. 

This resolution, adopted with 727 members pres- 
ent, reverses an earlier indorsement of Mr. Kauf- 
man’s unwarranted interference, authorized with 
only 207 members voting. At the same time, the 
New York Guild has now, if belatedly, condemned 
the tactics of Communists, Nazis and Fascists in 
“the labor movement.” 

Critics of the New York Guild's ill-advised stand, 
and the Post-Dispatch was one, can have only com- 
mendation for the full and frank reversal.

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BILLS FOR AND AGAINST THE CONSUMER. 

The Missouri House has passed and sent to the 
Senate two bills in which the consumer has a stake. 

One bill is designed to control the sale of “filled 
milk,” a product made of skimmed milk, with such 
ingredients as coconut ofl or cottonseed oil added 
as a substitute for the extracted butterfat. The 
vegetable oils, however, cannot provide food value 
anything near that of butterfat, but filled milk 
is often accepted by buyers, by mistake or be- 
cause of fraud, as a variety of condensed milk. The 
House bill is intended to rectify an error in the 
present statute, which makes it unenforcible. By 
final passage, Missouri will get in line with the 
Federal Government and 30 other states in regulat- 
ing sale of this product.

WASHINGTON dispatch to The Wall 
A Street Journal briefly outlines four 
classes of legislative proposals which 
are under consideration by a Congress 
alarmed at the extent to which strikes 
are slowing up the defense program. 
It is alarm well justified, but it is never- 
theless questionable’ whether any of the 
proposals is likely to accomplish its pur- 


pose, 

One legislative plan consists of a for- 
mula for seizure of plants where strikes 
take place and their operation by the Gov- 
ernment. This procedure worked once in 
the case of North American Avation, Inc. 
It may work again. However, that does 
not save it from being completely illogical. 

It is not the plant owners who strike 
and it is not they who spurn mediation. 
But it is their property which is seized. 
That is what some of the Red-tinted union 
chieftains want to happen,.and it is not 
very difficult to see them managing strikes 
in such a way as to bring it about. 

The three- other classes of proposals im- 
ply coercion in some degree. They range 
from compulsory cooling-off periods to ac- 
tual arrest of strikers or strike leaders 
held to be guilty of activities classed as 
“stibversive.” rege 

Coercion will not work. It will do the 
opposite of what is intended, for it will 
arouse resentment. A man who by law 
is stamped with suspicion of being com- 
pelled to aid his country in a critical pe- 
riod is likely very soon to work himself 
into a state of mind where the suspicion 
is fact. Congress cannot insult citizens 
into co-operating. _ 

And even -if coercion did work, it would 
still be bad. If there are worse ways of 
going about the preservation of democratic 
traditions, they do not readily present 
themselves.

One of his strongest 
talking points is a monumental 
scorn for “professional politicians.”

His opponents gleefully thought 
they had him in a hole, but O’Dan- 
iel said, “We never had a politi- 
cian in Texas worth $1.50.”

In his first term O’Daniél was 
wholly unsuccessful in forcing the 
Legislature to provide new money 
for increased pensions.

O’Daniel’s opponents called 
him “the only Governor in Texas’ 
history who has not kept a single 
one of his promises.” With ut- 
most cheerfulness, O’Daniel ad- 
mitted the charge.

When the votes were counted, he 
had not only won re-election over 
another strong field of candidates, 
but had a greater majority than 
in 1938 and a more tractable Leg- 
islature. 

When the senatorial vacancy de 
veloped this spring, O’Daniel an- 
nounced that’ he would run if the 
Legislature_would enact a program 
that would make him feel that 
his promises as Governor had been 
fulfilled. The Legislature moved 
with astonishing alacrity to do 
his bidding. 

One reason that the Legislature 
moved with such alacrity was that 
some of its members were eager 
to do almost anything to get 
O’Daniel out of the State political 
picture. But anyway, O’Daniel 
could now say to the electorate 
that his pension promises had been 
largely fulfilled. 

Anti-Violence Legislation. 

Meanwhile, O’Daniel has added 
another important string to his 
bow. He long has been an advo- 
cate of new industries for Texas 
and as Governor he has helped to 
bring a few into the State. This 
spring he was one of the first 
to jump on the wave of anti-strike 
agitation. In the space of a few 
days, with almost no opposition, he 
pushed through the Legislature a 
drastic so-called anti-violence bill 
which has been called by labor 
leaders one of the most vicious 
anti-labor bills ever enacted in 
America. 

The law provides severe penal- 
ties for any one who, “by force 
or violence, or by threat of force 
or violence,” tries to keep men 
from working at a struck plant. 
What occasioned the bill was 
caused a lot of comment and more 
wonder, As labor leaders have 
pointed out, there are already ade- 
quate laws against violence, and 
the only thing they can see in 
the bill is an attack on picketing 
and labor activities in general.

Wallach testified that his son 
was murdered when serving with 
Republican forces in Spain “by 
Communists now in this country.” 
He protested because he said Jack- 
son. had dismissed Federal grand- 
jury indictments of 11 persons at 
Detroit charged with recruiting 
men for the Spanish Republicans. 

Senator Norris, Nebraska, ap- 
pearing as a witness, defended 
Jackson’s dismissal of the indict- 
ments, but Senator : .O’Mahoney 
(Dem.), Wyoming, chairman of 
the sub-committee, recessed the 
hearing until Monday. 

Why No Warrant Was Sworn Out. 

Wallach said Jackson had failed 
to prosecute charges against Tony 
de Maio of Jersey City, N: J. He 
said he could produce four “eye 
witnesses who saw my son brutally 
murdered in Spain who indicate 
that Tony de Maio, a Communist, 
was the murderer.” 

Wallach said he previously had 
told the story of his son’s death 
to the House Committee Investi- 
gating Un-American Activities. 

“T asked Attorney General Jack- 
son to read that testimony and 
act,” Wallach said. “De Maio 
went to France and Spain under 
ah assumed name and false pass- 
port and came back on a false 
passport. All I have esked is that 
he be prosecuted under some law.” 

Senator Hughes (Dem.), Dela- 
ware, asked Wallach why he had 
not sworn out a murder warrant 
against De Maio. The lawyer said 
it was his opinion that such a case 
could be brought only in Spain. 

The witness said his son, Albert 
M. Wallach, former army reserve 
officer, had been: induced to volun- 
teer to serve with the Spanish Loy- 
alists and later was “brutally mur- 
dered” in Castle de Fels, Spain. . 

Murphy Got Indictments. 

Wallach said he learned this 
from four men who also went to 
Spain to fight and now are em- 
ployed as Seamen in New York 
City. He said he presented all 
these facts to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation and the then At- 
torney General, Frank Murphy, 
now an Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court, 

Wallach said Attorney General 
Murphy obtained the indictment 
of 11 persons at Detroit for viola- 


tion of the Federal law prohibiting | 


citizens of this country from enlist- 
ing recruits for a nation at war 
and: was investigating similar 
charges in New York City. 

Norris testified that he had in- 
vestigated the Detroit arrests and 
indictments. “If I had been At- 
torney General I would have dis- 
missed those cases before Jackson 


did,” Norris said, after asserting 


that F. B. L. agents had been “bar- 
barous and inhumane” in making

The conservation regulations for 
men’s clothing, for example, limited 
the length of sack coats and the 
sweep of overcoats, reduced the size 
of samples and restricted each 
manufacturer to not more than 
10 models of. suits each season, 
thereby saving 12 to 15 per cent 
in yardage. The schedule for the 
women’s garment industry resulted 
in savings of 20.to 25 per cent. 

During the last World War it 
was the fashion for women to wear 
kid shoes dyed to match the color 
of their costume. After an ex- 
haustive investigation, a schedule 
was drawn up for the shoe in- 
dustry providing that shoe manu- 
facturers should be restricted to 
three colors—black, white and one 
shade of tan. New lasts were for- 
bidden. Heights of shoes were 
eliminated to cut out the waste- 
ful “high-tops” that fashionable 
women of the time were wearing. 
As a result of these regulations, 
Baruch records in his account of 
the War Industries Board, one tan- 
ner reduced his line from 81 colors 
to the required three colors. 


Four Classes of Shoes. 


All shoes were reduced to four 
classes which the trade agreed to 
sell at retail as follows: Class A, $9 
to $12 for high shoes, $9 to $11 
for low shoes; Class B, $6 to $8.95; 
Class C, $3 to $5.95; Class D, any 
price below $3. Each shoe was to 
be stamped with a number and a 
key to the number was to be pro- 
vided so that the purchaser would 
be able to determine by whom the 
shoe was made and in which class 
it belonged. A system of pledges 
was required of manufacturers, 
jobbers and retailers. Retailers 
were required to exhibit a card 
explaining t scheme in a con- 
spicuous place im their stores. The 
plan was to have gone into opera- 
tion on June 1, 1919. While price- 
fixing was rescinded with the armi- 
stice, the industry voluntarily re 
tained the conservation features. 

Savings in the agricultural im- 
plement industry were among the 
most important effected. The 
number of sizes and types of 
steel plows was reduced from 
312 to 76; planters and drills from 
784 to 29; disc harrows from 589 
to 38; buggy wheels from 232 to 
four; spring-wagon wheels from 
32 to four; buggy axles from 100 
to one; buggy springs from 120 to 
one; spring wagons from 25 to 
two; buggy shafts from 36 to 
one and buggy bodies from more 
than 20 to one style. In virtually 
every industry, big and little, such 
savings were put into effect or 
were about to be inaugurated as 
the war came to an end. 


More Men for the Army. 

In the early fall of 1918, Gen. 
Crowder came to Baruch to say 
that the number of draft effectives 
had been reduced almost to zero.

Few intimates now call him 
by his first name and virtually 
mone by the college nickname 
“Slug,” but to hundreds of Sena- 
tors and Representatives, admini- 
strative officers and Washington- 
ians, Senator Byrnes and Attorney 
General Jackson are familiarly ad- 
dressed “Jimmie” and “Bob.” It 
is the reflection of a New Deal 
custom introduced by President 
Roosevelt. 


BYRNES 


F the three going to the Court, 
0 Byrnes had the hardest strug- 

gle to reach the top. An index 
of his present governmental! inter- 
ests is his committee assignments. 
He is rman of the small but 
extremely powerful committee on 
audit and control of the contingent 
fund of the Senate; chairman of the 
special committee to investigate 
unemployment and relief; chair- 
man of the special committee on 
Government reorganization and a 
high ranking member of the com- 
mittees on appropriations, bank- 
ing and currency and ‘foreign rela- 
tions, 

Byrnes is essentially a “party 
man,” and his abilities and his loy- 
alties have taken him into the 
Democratic oligarchy which rules 


bthe party and the country. The 


Wriefest description of him is “sly 
and able.” Slyness, as applied 
to him does not carry an evil 
connotation — he just prefers to 
work behind the scenes instead 
of the open. He aspires to the 
respect and commendation of his 
few intimate colleagues rather 
than to applause of the multi- 
tude. 

Justice Stone, in his famous dis- 
sent in the Tipaldo minimum wage 
case, warned the majority not to 
be guided by their preference for 
“some particular set of economic 
beliefs.” Byrnes, working for the 
party in the Senate, has often 
submerged some of his personal po- 
litical beliefs in the interest of 
harmony and effectiveness. From 
the economic viewpoint, however, 
he has retained the philosophy of 
a $30,000-a-year lawyer, the in- 
come he made in private practice 
during the 1926-1931 period be- 
tween his services in the House 
and the Senate. 

Respect for Money as Money. 

Like many men who have come 
up from virtual poverty, Byrnes, 
at 62, has great respect for money 
as money rather than money as 
power. He was born in Charies- 
ton, S. C., after his father died,

Garner and an editor from Lynch- 
burg, Va., Carter Glass. He ran 
errands and was entrusted with 
minor jobs for the inner group. 
His reward was membership on 
the powerful Appropriations Com- 
mittee, probably the best place in 
Congress to learn the business of 
government. 

On the Appropriations Commit-: 
tee he gave as much energy to 
the governmental job as he had 
to pulling his country newspaper 
out of debt. Among those who 
testified before the committee was 
a young Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, Franklin D., Roosevelt. 

Byrnes learned more about poli- 
tics in 1924 when he sought the 
Democratic senatorial nomination 
against former Gov. Cole Blease, 
the country slicker. Blease, with 
the support of poor farmers and 
millhands, won. Back in the little 
town of Spartanburg, Byrnes 
earned comparatively large fees in 
private practice and laid the 
groundwork for another race in; 
1930, when he won. He was re- 
elected by a large majority in 
1936. 

Rapid Rise in Senate. 

In the Senate his rise was rapid. 
Joe Robinson and Pat Harrison 
took him into the inner party 
councils. During the 1932 presi- 
dential campaign he was the 
Roosevelt “brain truster” on 
budgetary subjects. 

Byrnes can on the proper occa- 
siona be one of the wittiest speak- 
ers in Washington. He can also 
handle the most intricate appro- 
priation bill or talk at length on 
the complexities of Government 
reorganization. Like most success 
ful politicians and tacticians, he is 
a compromiser. Here are some 
of his working rules: 


“You’ve got to sacrifice your 
opinion to your party on minor 
questions or you'll lose all your 
influence on big issues; but if 
you start giving in too much on 
big issues you May as well go 
home.” ' 

“Never promise anything you 
‘can’t deliver. Above all, don’t 
promise the support of the Pres- 
ident; let him do that.” 

“When you get a man on your 
side, ask him to do something 
right away. If he gets to work- 
ing for you, he’ll stick.” 

“Tf you haven't got the votes, 
talk along. If you have, keep 
quiet. Many a bill that might 
have been passed in 30 minutes 
has been lost because somebody 
started to explain it.” 

“When you get to begging for 
appointment of individuals, you 
are sold.” 

Byrnes has opposed President 
Roosevelt on several occasions, 
notably on governmental economy 
and the administration's handling 
of strike situations.

A little filly called Nimble, a 
three-year-old daughter of Fiying 
Heels, broke up the party that was 
arranged for Half Time, Three 
Bangs, Future Winning and other 
Fairmount favorites, stealing an 
early lead after an exciting duel 
with Future Winning, and hold- 
ing on gamely to take the weekly 
handicap at odds of 22 to 1. 

The surprise victory of Nimble, 
which beat Half Time by a nose 
in 1:112-5 for the fastest six fur- 
longs of’ the meeting, eclipsed the 
earlier feat of Distract, which, in 
winning the fifth race, equalled 
a track record. In another stride, 
Three Bangs, which finished third, 
might have taken the whole thing. 
It was a real “handicap” finish. 

Terrific Early Pace. 

Distract’s record-equaling five 
and one-half furlongs was made 
possible by the terrific early pace 
of Foyot, the Epinard offspring, 
which led for half a mile, covering 
the distance. in 46 seconds. Dis- 
tract,.owned by Mrs. J. Bronnen- 
berg and. riddén by Andy LoTurco, 
was never far off and at the head 
of the stretch he saved valuable 
ground by slipping through next to 
the rail. In the last quarter he ap- 
peared pounds the best horse in 
the field of eight, winning by four 
tengths. 

The record equaled by Distract, 
one minute and five seconds for 
five and one-half furlongs, was set 
by False Pride, 13 years ago. As a 
further proof that the leaders were 
flying, Distract’s time for five- 
eighths of a mile was 582-5 sec- 
.onds, as compared with the track 
record of one minute flat, set in 
1926 by Candy Queen. 

Distract yesterday carried 115 
pounds, as compered with. False 
Pride’s much lighter: 306. 

Jockey LoTureo again rode three 
winners, his fourth triple of the 
37-day-old meeting. 

Rodeo Race. 

The only ragged start of the 
130 races that had been run up 
to that point in the meeting 
turned the second race into a ro- 
deo. The assistant starters used a 
bull whip on Molasses Julia to 
force her into the starting gate 
and then, when the barrier was 
sprung, she refused to break. Her 
mind was made up. To add to the 
confusion, Frozen Mask, in No. 1 
post position, bolted shortly after 
the start and went off at a tan- 
gent, looking for Molasses Julia. 
That left it somewhat easier for 
the favorite, Fast Move, which 
won handily. . 

And the first “bad” start as of- 
ficially recorded in the racing 
form was the fourth, in which two 
of the 12 horses were off in a tan- 
gle. J. Baby was left at the gate 
and Spanky’s Buck was flat footed.

Exercise—calisthenics, games and 
sports — should be suited to your 
physical condition. This means that 
if you're not in trim you definite- 
ly should not start your vacation 
by going in for every sport and 
game on the program.

By the same token, Carol II 


of Rumania is living proof that a 
King may be out but never down. 
Let there be no doubt about the 
present whereabouts of His Maj- 
esty, the King of Rumania. As 
far as Carol is concerned, the 
King is not in Bucharest. The 
King is in Havana. And while 
the Nazi regime continues to refer 
to Carol’s 19-year-old son, Michael, 
as the occupant of Rumania’s 
royal throne, Michael’s father con- 
siders him as nothing more or less 
than a pinch hitter for daddy. 


“His Majesty, King Carol of Ru- 
mania” is registered as such in 
firm, bold script in the luxurious 
Hotel Nacional. His little court, 
consisting of Mme, Lupescu and 
his chamberlain, Col. Ernest  Ur- 
darianu, address him always as 
“Your Majesty.” So do all others 
summoned into the presence. 


No “ex” marks the spot where 
this bold, willful and ambitious 
Carol has taken his present stand. 


His Majesty merely: finds it ex- 
pedient to be out of his own coun- 
try temporarily. As long as Hitler 
dominates “urope and the Fascist 
Iron Guard runs Rumania for him, 
Carol has no choice but to bide his 
time in the new world. 


But if and when Great Britain 
and her Allies win the present war, 
Carol believes he can return in 
triumph to the country he tried 
to throw into the Allied column 
in the ,second world war as his 
mother, Queen Marie, succeeded in 
doing in the first World War. 


In the eyes of his adoring 
father, no less than fn those of the 
world, young Michael is’ once more 
but the stooge King of Rumania. 
In private conversations, Caro] has 
expressed his conviction that 
Michael is virtually.a prisoner, if 
not a hostage, within the country 
where Carol has every determina- 
tion to rule again. 


“I cannot make predictions about 
the outcome of the war. But 
wishes are different,” says Carol, 


“After all, if I had seen things 
in any other light, I wouldn’t be 
here now!” he adds, 


And so while Michael once more 
acts as pinch hitter for his daddy 
in the old world, the latter has at 
last found sanctuary, after nine 
perilous months, in the new. 

It is reported that Carol bought 
the safety of himself, Madame and 
the Colonel from the Fascist Iron 
Guard ivr a consideration amount- 
ing to $2,000,000, probably part of 
tke vast fortune he could not re- 
move with him in his hasty flight! 

For 18 years, during no moment 
of which her life was worth a 
plugged peso, Mme. Lupescu hat 
been loyal to Carol. For the 10 
years of his reign, Urdarianu, who 
looks like a sleek, Balkan George 
Raft, had been his faithful hench- 
man, fiscal agent and pay-off man. 

When the pinch came, be it said 
to Carol’s credit that he paid and 
paid and paid to save their skins.

Regarding Mail to — 
Prisoners of War. 


Dear Martha Carr: 


- Can you tell me if prisoners of 
war in Canada receive mail sent 
them from relatives living in thé 
United States, and if they are per- 
mitted to answer? Also may they 
be sent little presents such as 
candy and cigarettes? H, R. W. 

I am told that parcels, money, 
telegrams and cables may be sent 
the prisoners of war in Canada. 
The packages should be marked 
“Prisoner of War,” in French, and 
do not require a stamp. Parcels 
should be sent by post, not ex- 
press, unless accompanied by funds 
necessary to defray expense of for- 
warding from base army post of- 
fice to internment camp. Parcels 
must not include liquor, cigarette 
papers, perishable food, used cloth- 
ing, outer clothing, newspapers, 
telephoni or radio material, 
knives or scissors. Letters and 
parcels are, of course, subject to 
censorship. Parcels are admitted 
to Canada duty free. Money should 


“be sent by postal or money order 


payable to prisoner by name. 
Prisoners, themselves, aré not pér- 
mitted to send telegrams or cables, 
so it is an unnecessary expense to 
send “reply paid” message. They 
are allowed, however, to write a 
limited number of letters. This 
service does not apply to per- 
sons in Canadian concentration

The word journey suggests rath- 
er prolonged traveling, as a jour~ 
ney around the world, a journey 
through life.

Is a burglar related to a burgess 
(the magistrate of a borough)? 
Literally the words are closely 
akin, for both have evolved 
(though no one seems to know ex- 
actly why) from the Latin burgus, 
meaning a fortified place or burg. 

A bugle is a wind instrument, 
the particular nemesis of the army 
enlisted man. Bugle springs from 
the Latin buculus, meaning a 
young bull. This may have arisen 
from comparing the call of the 
bugle with the constant bawling of 
the male calf. But, I can assure 
you from personal observation, the 
American doughboy is capable of 
inventing many comparisons that 
are far more odious, colorful, and 
pungent. 

In the heyday of the theatrical

British Sportsmanship Stops. Him 
in ‘Man Hunt’ but He'll Try Again

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F all the people who wonder why somebody hasn't shot Hitler go/. 


]'. see “Man Hunt” at the Fox Theater this week, there will be cus- 
tomers enough and to spare. For this is one of the most cherished 


fancies of the times. Even an imaginary attempt at such assassina- e 


tion makes a good yarn, for printed page or illusory projection, 

“Man Hunt” first came out as “Rogue Male,” novel by Geoffrey 
Household, and has made itself known through @ national magazine. 
In it, a British big game hunter, played by Walter Pidgeon, sets out to 


see if he can track down the rare caterpillar-mustached Nazi, genus | ; 


Adolf Hystericus. The time is shortly after the Munich crisis and 


Hitler is still digesting his latest appeasement in his den at Berchtes-/ 


gaden. Capt. Pidgeon wriggles to within range, draws his precision 
rifle, sets the sight. That's the way “Man Hunt” starts. 

But the hunter doesn’t shoot his quarry. For one thing a leaf falls 
on his rifle. For another, a burly Nazi guard pounces on him and takes 
him prisoner. For a third, the Gestapo gets him into a back room and 
beats the very devil out of him. Then the Nazis try to get him to sign 


a document saying the British Government put him up to it all and /|/ 


he refuses. For six or eight reels he insists that he didn’t intend to 
kill Hitler, that he just wanted to see if he could get close enough for 
the job. It was just a “sporting stalk.” | 

The Nazis, headed by George Sanders, don’t see it that way. But 
for political reasons, they can’t just cut off his head... They plan a 
rather neat murder but Capt. Pidgeon escapes and makes his way to 
England. The Nazis, who like to hunt also but in packs and for keeps, 
follow after him. That’s how the picture gets its name—“Man Hunt.” 

Well, John Carradine, one of the' rascals, gets fried on a subway 
rail and Sanders gets shot with a bow and arrow. And Mr. Pidgeon 


goes back to Germany with his little rifle, to take a real pot-shot at Der | © 


Fuehrer. He’s in Germany this minute, Twentieth Century-Fox tells us, 


and most people would pay roadshow prices if they could believe it was) 


true. 
For “Man Hunt” does not conceal the fact that we don’t like the 


Nazis and do like to express our feelings. Hitler is referred to as 
“this monstrous tyrant,” “guilty of hatred and intolerance and murder” 
and Germany is going to gobble up “today Europe, tomorrow the world.” 
It may'not be a hate picture, but it doesn’t send any love and kisses to 
the new order. . 

Love does enter into the story. Joan Bennett is a cockney miss 
and a bit of all right, I s’y, to help Capt. Pidgeon escape from the 
blighters. The nightingales sing in Berkeley Square fora while but 
poor Joanie—well, it’s just too terrible to tell what happens to her. 
And, besides, those who sée the picture never find out. 

In the hands of a master torturer such as Director Alfred , Hitch- 
cock, “Man Hunt” might have been a great melodrama. One is bound 
to say it somehow never lives up to its first sequence. It seems too 
personal, too fictional. Maybe it needs more goose-stepping legions. 

But it will be enjoyed and talked about and kept in mind for many 
a day because of its fascinating central idea. If there isn’t a Capt. 
Pidgeon in Germany, maybe there’s somebody else. Who can tell? 

The tag-along part of the Fox program is “Singapore Women,” 
about one of those females who is bad for every man she enchants. 
“Brenda Marshall does the jinxing. The Louis-Conn fight pictures, with 
a fair amount of action, are to be seen at the Fox also. 


Maybe Murder Is Just a Coincidence 
S in “Man Hunt,” the matter of killing somebody who deserves 
A: occupies the attention of customers at the Ambassador, ; where 
“Out of the Fog,” made from Irwin Shaw's stage play, “The Gentle 
People,” is being shown. The deserving victim is a petty Brooklyn 
racketeer, played by John Garfield with a few first-class sneers, snarls 
and leers. : 

Now in the stage play, the racketeer got his‘and that was that. But 
it is a cardinal principle of cinema etiquette that one doesn’t murder. 
Under the section of the production code entitled “Crimes Against the 
Law,” there is a paragraph which says, “These shall never be pre- 
sented in such a way as to throw sympathy with the crime as against 
law and justice or to inspire others with a desire for imitation.” 

Garfield extorts money from gentle John Qualen and gentle Thomas 
Mitchell and beats old man Mitchell with a rubber hose. Killing is 
too good for him, we say, trying to think of some of the Chinese recipes 
for a corpse. But you can’t do that in pictures, even if you use a 
dummy. 

So what happens? So Qualen and Mitchell take Garfield out in a 
boat to bump him off, as in the stage play, and are getting ready to 
give him to the fish when he rocks the boat and falls overboard. 

That’s an accident, pure and simple, says Hollywood, we saw it 
with our own eyes, As a reward, Qualen and Mitchell even get to 
keep the racketeer’s bank roll, which he conveniently leaves in the 
boat just as he takes the pitch. You know, come to think about it, 
that’s the kind of accident that makes you feel good. 

“West Point Widow,” the associate feature at the Ambassador, also 
leaves you with a pleasant view of human existence, It is about a 
faithful little girl, Anne Shirley, who waits for a stuffed-shirt to grad- 
uate from West Point so he can acknowledge their baby. A young 
doctor, played by Richard Carlson, substitutes as papa. Much of: the 
entertainment value of the picture must surely be credited to Robert 
Siodmak, American-born European director who has returned to this 
country to work for Hollywood, : 


When Miss Hepburn Got Hep 


OW that the summer season in pictures is in full languish, and 

reissues are beginning to blossom again, we have two of these at the 

St. Louis—“Bringing Up Baby” and “Devil Dogs of the Air.” The 
first, co-starring Katharine Hepburn and Cary Grant, made its appearance 
on the American scene in March, 1938, in the same week in which one 
Adolf Hitler returned his beloved fatherland, Austria, to the German 
Reich, as he put it.
